Dairy farmers 


hard hit 


Almost all Quinte area dairy farm- 
ers have suffered significant setbacks, 
and some may be forced into bankruptcy 
due to federal government mismanage- 
ment of milk quotas. 

For two years both the provincial 
and federal governments have encour- 
aged increases in milk production, but 
the April imposition of quota cutbacks 
slashed into production and froze or re- 
duced farmer incomes. 

Everett Lennon, past president of 
the Lennox and Addington County Milk 
Commission, anda Napanee area farmer, 
told the Scanner his costs for gasoline 
and machine repairs are increasing, but 
his income is frozen. "Any established 
dairy farmer can hold on for one or two 
yeors," he said, "but you can only take 
a loss for so long." 

The quotas hove especially hit farm- 
ers who just recently went into the dairy 
business in a big way. Quotas for 1976 
were set on a farmer's production in 1975 
when the government had lifted restric- 
tions and told farmers to produce all the 
milk they liked. Farmers in the area who 
just began dairy farming in '74 or ‘75, 
usually acting on government encourage- 
ment, did not reach the levels of pro- 
duction their investments called fér, and 
the '76 quotas have stifled their growth 
to the point where collapse of their op- 
erations is imminent. 

Melvin Flake, a dairy farmer who's 
operation is north of Picton, hos had to 
reduce his herd of Holsteins from 80 to 
65. He says he has had up to $1200 a 
month taken out of his cheques as penal- 

ties for overproducing, and is so disgust- 


ed with the situation he feels like telling 
the government's agencies he's "not go- 
ing to send any damn milk." 

Barton MacLean, a Nopanee dairy 
farmer who is on the advisory committee 
for Ontario's Agricultural Research Com- 
mittee and is President of the Quinte 
Soil and Crop Association, told the Sca-

Vandals Beware! 


he penalties imposed on vandals 


e increasingly defaced property 
in Quinte area towns was the subject of 
debotes at both Napanee and Pictor 
council meetings Monday evening. 

Attorney-General Roy McMurty 
has sent a newsletter to all Crown At- 
torneys indicating his concern about the 
"substantial increases in offences invol- 
ving vandalism" and stressed that harsh- 
er penalties be given to vandals 

In Picton, Deputy-Reeve Richard 
Byers commented that unfair blame has 
been put on the courts for being too 
lenient. He said "We've always had 
vandalism but the courts don't couse 
that sort of problem and they never 
will." He also said that Picton does not 
have a big annual increase in vandalism. 

Councillor Charles Hepburn said 
too much blame is being put on the 
young people, that "there are a good 
number of adults responsible for vandal- 
ism." He suggested that culprits should 
be kept busy working all day so they 
would be "too tired to vandalize." 

In the next county Napanee coun- 
cillors argued over a move by the city 
of Orillia to organize Ontario munici- 
palities to petition Attorney-General 
Roy McMurty to encourage changes in 
the law that would give more severe 
penalties to vandals and order restitution 
be paid to the victims. 

Councillor Graham Strong felt the 
town would be infringing on an orea not 
in their jurisdiction by suggesting change 
changes in provincial law, but Council- 
lor Cummings Daverne countered that the 
issue of restitution was vital. Although 
McMurty's letter to the province's 
Crown Attorneys urged stiffer penalties 
under existing law, restitution has not 
been dealt with. 

In Picton a resolution was not ar- 
rived at, but Napanee council voted in 
favour of supporting Orillia's bid for a 
change in the laws. 

Throughout the area vandalism has 


been a concern of the towns, with wash- 
room facilities in parks in Deseronto and 
Noponee being virtually destroyed, and 
downtown windows broken. Deseronto 
recently imposed an 11 p.m. curfew on 
town parks, and Napanee and Picton 

councils have considered curfews in re 


cent meetings. 


Area men fined in 
UIC fraud 


Two Quinte area men were fined 


a total of $1600 in Belleville provin- 


cial court last week for committing 
fraud against the Unemployment In- 
surance Commission. 

Paul Gaulin of 137 Dundas Street 
East in Deseronto was fined $100 on 
each of two charges of claiming bene- 
fits totalling $283 while working in in- 
surable employment. 

Judge John Bark ordered Gaulin 
to repay UIC and placed him on pro- 
bation for six months. 

Allen George Johnson of Shannon- 
ville was fined $1400 for earning 
$2,383.39 in employment while claim- 
ing unemployment insurance benefits 
of $3,082. He was also placed on pro- 
bation for two years and ordered to re- 
pay the UIC.

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HISTORICAL HAPPENINGS 


by Vera Ryan 


The first church on the Mohawk 
Reserve was a log structure built by the 
first people to arrive here from New 
York State, Rev. John Stuart who began 
his ministry in 1770 as Missionary to 
the Mohawks at Fort Hunter, N.Y., 
agajn administered to his former par- 
ishioners here. 

The Anglican church, Christ Church 
was erected in 1843. Over the altar 
‘is a triptich containing the Apostles 
Creed, The Lord's Prayer and the Ten 
Commandments in Mohawk. This was 
given by King George III to the first 
church. He also gave the Royal Coat 
of Arms, which was burned when the 
church was struck by lightning in 1906, 
and was replaced. The church was re- 
built in 1907 and consecrated by the 
Rt. Rev. Wm. L. Mills, Lord Bishop 
of Ontario. 


About the year 1711 five chiefs 
visited Queen Anne and in 1712 the 
Queen built them the church at Fort 
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Hunter, sent them a bible, o linen 
cloth and a solid silver communion set. 
This is kept in the museum at the home 
of former chief, Melville Hill and is 
used each year when the Band re-enacts 
the landing of the Mohawks on the 
Boyshore at the cairn. When it is in 
use it is guarded by the R.C.M.P. 

This silve communion service is a 
cherished possession of the people of 
the Tyendinaga Reserve and is only 
The Altor 
cross is inlaid mother-of-pearl on olive 
wood from the Mount of Olives and was 
brought from Jerusalem by Mrs. John- 
son, daughter of Dr. Oronhytekha. The 
altor desk is also made of olive wood 
from Jerusalem and bears this information 
written in Hebrew, it was the gift of 
Bishop Seager. 

Some other ministers who faithfully 
served the church were Reverends 
Creegan, Savary, Pringle, Boker, 
Gorrette Smith, Walter Smith, Ander- 
son, Dowdell, Betts and now Rev. Dunlop 

What must be a record of service to 
his Church was made by Tony Brant, now 
deceased, who served as organist for 
approximately 45 years without missing 
a Sunday. He had to resign because of 
ill health, but a grateful congregation 
presented him with a gift, a wallet 
containing gifts from members of the 
congregation. 

Some who have served as lay readers 
in the Church are Arnold Brant, David 
Maracle, Clayton John, Clifford John, 
Earle Brant and Clifford Maracle . 

A visit to this church, or to All 
Saints, gives one a better understanding 
of this vital part of Canadian heritage 
so close to us. Much has been written, 
but one picture seen, is sometimes better 
than a thousand words. 
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Rev. Arnold Dunlop, originally from Perth, although retired since 1974 is now on 
a special permit from the Bishop to work in the Reserve parish of Christ Church. He 
and his wife Edith enjoy living in a rural area, after spending 12 years in Belleville 


and consider Deseronto a "beautiful location. 


" Rev. Dunlop also feels that it is a 


privilege to work with the Native people for the first time. 
They plan to stay here approximately two years and then look for a place in 


which to retire permanently . 


Picton fuel fired debate 


A contract for fuel oil to supply town 
facilities, awarded to a firm run by town 
councillor Charles Hepburn, was the cen- 
tre of a lengthy debate at the regular 
meeting of Picton town council Monday 
night. 


Reeve Larry Richardson made a mo- 
tion to reject the tender when it was re- 
vealed Hepburn Bros. Ltd. had received 
the contract for heating oil, although it 
was the third highest of five bidders. 


Public Works committee chairman 
Russell Alexander defended the award- 
ing of the contract to Hepburn Bros. as 
they were "the only firm providing a 
serviceman." 


Reeve Larry Richardson said that a 
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serviceman was not called for in the 
tender and perhaps the other companies 
could have provided this asset had they 
been aware of its importance . 


Councillor Russell Alexander, get- 
ting back to the matter of the higher 
bid, stated that "the tender specifies 
that the lowest bid is not necessarily 
accepted." ; 


Mayor Donald King expressed the 
opinion that the "little difference in 
the price per gallon" (approximately 
$40. on 20,000 gallons of fuel) was 
not as important as having a serviceman 
available at all times. 

The debate ended with Reeve 
Richardson withdrawing his motion to 
reject the tender.

Mr. MacLean said part of the pro- 
blem with the quotas is the government 
bases what they say on statistics, which 
are always a year or two behind. "When 
you've been a farmer as long as I've 
been," he said, "you learn to try and do 
the opposite to what the government tells 
you." 

Many area farmers foresaw this 
year's cutbacks, and produced as much 
as possible in '75 so that their '76 quotas 
would be as high as possible. They kept 
on older cows that they ordinarily would 
have skimmed off the herd, and when the 
cutbacks came in April it was those cows 
that went, but this ploy only softened 
the blow of the cutbacks. 

Ontario agriculture minister William 
Newman has made some headway with 
the federal government, after urging 
them last month to increase the quotas 
for industrial milk -- that used for but- 
‘ter, cheese, yogurt and candy -~ the 
federal government raised the quota by 
4%, as compared to the 18% cutback in 
April. 

The irony of the cutbacks, and the 
justification for the quota increase, is 
that shortages have been created, that 
uncorrected would have required even 
more imports of cheese from the United 
States, and hampered Canadian proces- 


sors.

4B has union problems 


Employees at 4B Manufacturing 
Company on the Tyendinaga Reserve 
were "sucked in" to signing papers 
that would ultimately have unionized 
the company under the United Gar- 
ment Workers of America, according 
to 4B employee Sally Barberstock. Al- 
most all 4B employees have either re- 
tracted their signatures or reiterated 
their opposition to the union. 

Ms. Barberstock said the repre- 
sentatives of the union, who are also 
employees of H.D. Lee Co. of Nap- 
anee, went door-to-door a month ago, 
and used pressuring tactics to get sig- 
natures. She said the union repre- 
sentatives told her that if she didn't 
pay a one dollar registration fee on 
the spot, it would cost her $15 later, 
and that since a majority of the other 
employees had signed, she should al- 
so. Ms. Barberstock said no mention 
was made of any future contributions 
to the union. She signed, and later 
withdrew her name and joined fellow 
employee Margaret Brant in an effort 
to co-ordinate opposition to the union. 

No employee in favour of the 
union was available for comment Mon- 
day, most of these employees having 
been laid off due to a cut in supplies 
from Bata Shoes, which has been sub- 
ject to wildcat strikes. 4B manufac- 
tures shoes on a contract basis for 
Bata. 

Most employees who favour the 
union are said to have worked at 4B 
only a short time, and that is why they 


ore in the group that was laid off. Ac- 
cording to company president Carl 
Brant, production is slowly picking up, 
and the workers are coming back a few 
ata time. 

Before the cut in supplies the com- 
pany employed 68 people, but that fi- 
gure is now at 54, though climbing. 

Most workers at the company are 
currently earning a rate a little above 
Ontario's minimum wage of $2.65 an 
hour, with incentive or bonus pay for 
extra production. 

Mr. Brant said Monday he is ready

Many hours 
were spent by Jack Layfield and 
Bernard Johnston in conjunction with 
several other people in an effort to 
give the youth of the Town things to 
do. Unfortunately, the response to 
these efforts were either very minor 
of non existent. | may add that 
the summer recreation program was 
publicized with very little response 
causing several things to be cancelled 

In regards to having no bowling 
alley, cinema etc. these are business 
ventures run by private individuals 

or companies. In regards to these 

type of things | would say that if 

the parents of the youth want these 
entertainments in Town then they 
should let the council members know 
by letters or even better, attend at 
the Council meetings and make their 
Opinions on the matter known. 

In regards to the “concerned 

parent” stating that the mischief in 
the Town caused by the youth is 
UNREAL I strongly disagree. Cert- 
sinly, there is an element of mischief 
caused by SOME of the youth of the 
Town. However, | say that the mis- 
chief caused by these few is no worse 
than in any other community, large 
or small. In my opinion the behaviour 
of the youth of the Town of Deseronto 
is very good, especially when you 
think that the only facility available 
for them is the Community Arena and 
even that has only been in operation 
o little over o year now. | would 
like to add at this point that those 
youth who do get into trouble with 
the police etc. are repeat offenders 
and in many cases are youth from out 
of Town. It would be nice to have no 
problems with the youth, but unless 
we have drastic changes in our society 
there will always be problems, and 
not just from the youth. 

I do agree with the writer when 
they way that in many coses the parents 
of the young people who get into 
trouble do not seem to care. | find this 
disturbing because of the fact thot if 
these youths were shown the love and 
care that they so desperately require 
many of them would never find them- 
selves before our Courts or authorities. 
As adults and parents it is our jo5 and 
responsibility to teach our children to 
obey, respect persons and Property and 
to abide by the law. Is it any wonder 
that mony of these young people get 
into trouble when they never get this 
training at home. If, in many coses we 

could only correct the situation at 
home then ninety nine percent of 
the problem would be solved. 

All too often we are far too 
quick to condemn our young people 
and tell then how bad they ore. 
Instead, let's tell them, and our 
community about the good things 
our young people do and the help that 
they give in many different ways. 
After all the future lies with the 

youth of today, and if we are con- 


stantly condemning and telling them 
how bad they are today, why should 
they put any effort into helping us 
tomorrow? Unless we are perfect 
ourself, and | doubt if any of us can 
claim to be that, let's stop condemn- 
ing them but instead guide and advise 
them and help them to be ready for 
the responsibility that will be theirs. 
Finally, | would like to make 
some comment to the "concerned 
porents" remarks made in regards to 
the police officers of the Town help- 
ing the youth instead of sitting in 
Court all day, getting paid. A 
police officer is told when to appear 
in Court and has no control over 
when his case will be held. Ifa 
police officer refused to attend 
Court his career would come to an 
abrupt end. It is quite obvious that 
the "concerned parent" hasn't been 
concerned enough to check with the 
police department to see if the 
policemen were doing anything for 
the young people. If they had 
checked, they would have found 
that the Police Association of 
Deseronto have been putting on 
Christmas parties for both the young 
children and the teenagers. They 
put on a bus trip to the National 
Exhibition this past summer and a 
Hallowe'en dance a couple of weeks 
ago. Also, every Friday night a 
youth dance is held at the Deseronto 
Public School, sponsored by the 
Deseronto Police Association. This 
Christmas the police will be putting 
on another Christmas party for the 
youth of the Town, and next year 
the police are hoping to do a lot 
more foe the youth, including 
trying to get a Teen Club started. 
All these functions the policemen 
do on the Time-Off and do not get 
paid for. If you are wondering what 
they do with the rest of their Time- 
Off, they usually spend it with their 
wife and family, ofter all | think 
their families are entitled to that. 
There is one last comment | 
would like to make before closing. 
If this "concerned parent" is so con- 
cerned with the youth of the Town 
ond the police of the Town, you 
know there is a municipal election 
coming up in a few weeks. It cer- 
tainly would be nice to see such 
concern sitting on Council.

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To the Editor: 

The October 27 issue of the 
Scanner contained a letter signed 
by "A Concerned Parent" in which 
the writer claims, quote, "There is 
not one constructive thing for teen- 
agers to do in Deseronto." 

Although the writer is obviously 
disturbed by a specific case of a 
teenager in trouble, some of the 
comments and criticisms are very 
unfair to the many, many volunteers 
who have expended a great deal of 
effort over the years to provide suit- 
able activity for teen-agers in 
Deseronto. 

| would have to agree with the 
writer's criticism of parents who 
obviously do show a lack of interest _ 
and responsibility in some cases, 
however, | fail to subscribe to the 
suggestion that the Police Department 
or the municipality in general should 
be held responsible for teen-ager's 
problems. 

| believe that any teen-ager with 
9 proper sense of reponsibility to their 
families and community, who has a bit 

of initiative, enthusiasm, and is pro- 
perly motivated will never be ata 
loss for constructive things to do in 
Deseronto, or any other community. 
There is a very small percentage of 
teen-agers however, who are lacking 
in discipline, have no particular 
interests other than their own pleasures 
who will continue to roam the streets 
looking for trouble in spite of what- 
ever activities may be organized for 
their benefit. 

Over the years, Deseronto vol- 
unteers have provided organized base- 
ball, both at house league and midget 
juvenile levels, a very active teen 
club, which contributed some $500. 
to the Community Centre Fund in 
1975, and more recently, a Minor 
Hockey system for some 200 to 300 
kids of all ages in Deseronto and 
District. The Deseronto Recreation 
Committee sponsors Swimming Ins- 
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or recreational programs, or are 
simply content to sit back and expect 
other to get the job done. The teen- 
agers, however, who the "concerned 
parent" claims are looking for con- 
structive activity, and who in most 
cases are capable of helping them 
selves, appear to believe their only 
responsibility is to merely show up 

at the ball field, the rink, the dance 
hall, or whatever, and all other 
details will be taken care of. 

We are continually asked why 
there are not more things at the 
Community Centre for older people, 
for teen-agers, for girls, or for 
younger children. 
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The facilities are available at 
both the Community Centre, and the 
Public School at nominal fees for 
events to suit any age bracket. The 
missing factor is a combination of 
volunteer adult and older teen-age 
workers who are willing to accept 
this type of responsibility in the 
community. Who are willing to 
ofganize and adequately supervise 
events, for their own benefit and 
pleasure . 

To this end, funds were set 
aside in this year's recreation budget 
to attempt a re-organization of an 
active teen club in Deseronto. To 
date, there has been little, or no 
interest from anyone. 

| am sure none of us have ready 
made answers to the problems facing 
teen-agers today, however, one thing 
1am fairly certian of, a lot more 
"concerned parents" must devote a 
great deal more time and effort to 
the problem than it takes to compose 
an’anonymour letter to the editor 
of the local newspaper.

We have a mayor who apparently 
feels that the answer to a lot of 
problems is more recreation in the 
form of an indoor swimming pool . 
Show me a town the size of Deseronto 
that has a successful indoor pool 
and | will show you a town that has 
an oil well in the back yard. 

Some people feel that recreation- 
spending is the answer to everything. 
Sure, it gives the youth activity. It 
keeps them off the streets and out of 
trouble etc. etc. But is it going to 
keep them in town when they finish 
school? No. Is it going to provide 
them with jobs and housing they can 
afford? No. Let's put recreation 
spending a little further down on the 
list of priorities for a little while. 

We have by-laws that appear 
to apply to some and not to others. 

We have a business section that 
looks like a ghost town movie set. 

We have a council and mayor 
who haven't the slightest concept 
of the value of a functional business 
core. 

We have a council and mayor 
who apparently don't mind taking up 
an entire meeting talking about the 
chickens in some back yard or about 
someone who didn't cut the weeds or 
other trivia. 

We have a council and mayor 
who have committed us to drinking 
water containing rat poison (fluorides).

Whatever you feel the priorities are, 
your number one priority at this time 
should be to get out and vote. Get 
rid of those who make a lot of side- 
walk promises but in council limit 
their activities to nodding their heads 
and saying "I second the motion." 

Get rid of the yes men. Let's geta 
council of men who can list priorities

Paul not only designed the house 
himself, but has also done most of 
the actual construction, with occasior 
al help from his father ond brother. 

The house is actually a duplex, 
with the upper level almost identical 
to the lower level. 

"To add an upper level was not 
that much more costly and it will 
provide extra income when rented 
out, “ explained Mr. Windatt. "Plus 
it has its own outside entrance, and 
won't interfere with our privacy.” 

The lowere level where the 
Windatts live has a total floor space 
of 1,300 sq. ft. Mr. Windatt said 
that the advantages of a round house 

are that “you have more floor area 
per outside area and it is less costly 
to build.” 

The largest room in the house is 
a combination of a living room to one 
side of the main entrance and a kit- 
chen on the other, giving o very 
open an spacious effect. 

The living room area has two 
very distinctive features; one is 
the huge fieldstone fireplace built 
by Reg Windatt Sr. The fieldstone 
and the cherry wood used for the 
mantle came from their own farm. 

A special steel heatilator system 

was installed along with hot air 
ducts and cold air return pipes to 
ensure that the fireplace would 
distribute heat throughout the house, 
although there is additional electric 


heating.

The other unusual feature is 
the sunken reading-leisure area, 


more commonly referred to as ‘the fish 
bow!" by Windatts, because there

The ceilings for these two areas 
are supported by hand hewn white ash 
beams. 

Leading off from the kitchen 
area are the pie-shaped master bed- 
room, the guest room, the bath and 
laundry room and the mudroom, with 
a separate side entrance. 

The mudroom is the only area 
that even resembles a hallway, though 
it is well equipped with large closets 
and could not be considered waste 
space. 

You pass through the mud-room 
into a music room where Mrs. Windatt 
teaches piano and accordion lessons, 
and then into a small sewing room. 

The main impression left by this 
unusual building is the efficient 
use of space, there is no waste 
space in the entire house. 

After many months of hard work 
Paul and Ruth Windatt are fairly well 
settled in their new home, with only 
some finishing touches and land- 
scaping to contend with. Both say 
they really enjoy their unusual yet 
convenient round home.

A Local Initiatives Programme 
grant of $25,000 has been approved 
for a Deseronto project to clear the 
town's land behind the Deseronto 
Community Recreation Centre. Town 
Clerk Carmen Milligan told the Scan- 
ner five persons will be hired through 
the Belleville Manpower office, with 
the stipulation that they be Deseronto 
residents if possible.

between 1805 and 1811 by James Cum- 
mings, the addition of five towers in 
1860 created a distinct French Gothic 
style.

Back in the good old days, Shannon- 
ville was a boom town, boasting dozens 
of businesses and thriving industry -- in 
the late 1800's it was bigger than Belle- 
ville.

Storm sewers bring trouble 


The installation of new storm sew- 
ers all along Main, Fourth and Dundas 
Streets in Deseronto may become a 
big headache for some residents on 
those streets. 


The new storm sewers, part of the 
overall road work being done to the 
streets, are two feet higher than the 
previous sewers. Residences which have 
basement drains with pipes leading into 
the old system usually cannot be easily 
reattached to the new system. 


Percy Brooks, o Fourth Street home 
owner, appeared at last week's council 
meeting asking who was responsible for 
disrupting his drain. At the time of the 
meeting, a well adjacent his home was 
two inches from overflowing through a 
Pipe into the basement, and into the 
now closed drain. 


Mr. Brooks' predicament calls for 
a sump pump, at a cost of over $50, to 
pump the water toa level where it can 
flow down into the new sewers. The 
route for o new pipe from the basement 
to the sewers goes under his asphalt 
driveway -- it must be dug up.

Responsibility for the disruption of 
service could not be determined by 
council. Councillor Marvin Brooks 
said “I think we certainly have some 
responsibility for disrupting the service 
he already had," but indicated that 
since Hastings County was doing the 
roadwork, the question of responsibility 
must be put to them.

Letters 


Dear Editor: 

Incredible as it may seem Ontario 
traditionally has allowed the killing of 
undersized, immature game fish. (Muskie 
being the only exception). 

This has resulted in a catastrophic 
depletion of Ontario's game fish - re- 
peated denials of the Ministry of Natural 
Resources notwithstanding! 

With game fish now as scarce as 
dollar bills on a collection plate, let's 
take a look at our neighbours to the 
south. There the most important game 
fish is the largemouth and the small mouth 
bass. 

Almost all those states that have 
lorgemouth bass have imposed size limits 
to protect it and presently eighteen out 
of forty nine states (Alaska doesn't have 
bass) impose general minimum size limits 
on smallmouth bass as well. 

In all these states it's against the 
law to kill undersized game fish. But 
in Ontario we're still allowing such 
immature offspring of game fish to be 
slaughtered by the million. Let's stop it. 

As of this date the game fish petition 
stands at 12, 278 signatures. Petition 
has evoked a response from the ordinary 
people that suggests the public is far 
chead of the government in wishing to 
save Ontario's game fish. 

We are aiming at 326,000 signatures 
for 10% of the Ontario voters. We are 
inspired by the example of Oregon. There 
the sportsmen gathered 80,000 signatures 
on a game fish petition (or 10% of their 
voters) and went on to win a most un- 
usual conservation victory at the polls 
in the 1974 election. 

We feel that if the case is well pre- 
sented to the people of Ontario they will 
respond in like manner. Please help us 
do it. 

We speak of a long and hard fish war 
in Ontario. And, ofter all, when we 
are doing the noblest work in the world, 
the question of whether the goal of 
326 ,000 signatures is reached in 1977 or 

1978 of 1979 falls into its proper place 
in the grand proportions in conservation 
history. 


lungs, heart or kidneys, and also to 
diabetics. 


The monovalent vaccine will be 
given to all persons 20 years of age and 
over, who do not suffer from egg aller- 
gies, (i.e. the eating of one egg causing 
rash, distress etc. in the next 24 hours). 


Dr. Lenk stresses that people who 
are acutely ill should not receive the 
vaccinations, and that the chronically 
ill should only be given the bivalent 
vaccine on their doctor's advice. 


The entire vaccination program is 
on a purely voluntary basis. 


This is not a fight just for the rod- 
and-gun clubs. We're all in it - all the 
way. 

Oshawa, Ajax, Lakefield, Renfrew, 
Englehart, Penbroke, Bobcaygeon, Port 
Colborne, Mississauga, Thorold, Goder- 
ich, Peterborough and North Bay wish to 
go on record as supporting the game fish 
petition. You well know that anyone 
who has observed the fish management 
over the years cannot escape the con- 
clusion that the fish managers either 
don't know what they're doing or are 
attempting the impossible. And only 
a massive support of the public of this 
cause will ever set them straight. 

Let no man say that it can't be done. 
It must be done. And we have under- 
taken to do it. And we will persevere, 
if necessary, for years, if necessary, 
alone. But we are not alone as the 
number of cities would seem to indicate. 

Ontario had over 50 fishing camps 
that submitted hundreds of signatures of 
their customers. We also have about 
40 Ontario MPP's that are in favour of 
size limits on game fish. We also have 
the OFAH and TAHA who will be the 
first to demand a slice of the better- 
fishing pie but are dragging their feet 
now! 

So Preserve Ontario's Pickerel (POP) 
is making hereby an impassioned plea to 
all the cities, towns, villages and town- 
ships of Ontario. Please do your bit 
and your bit is 4% of your population 
in signatures, for Deseronto that would 
be only 73 signatures. 

Sportsmen everywhere can benefit 
from the lessons Oregon's anglers have 
learned. Since 1958 sportsmen have 
tried four times to get fish measures 
possed. Each effort failed. It wasn't 
until 1974 and "Save Oregon's Rainbow

It is exactly this sort of incident 
that D. Edword Thompson, principal of 
Napanee District Secondary School said 
was a flaw in the system till now. He 
soid it was “as if we reinvented the 
wheel 100 times" by having each board 
develop its own curriculum. He said 
in cn interview Tuesday thot the dupli- 
cation of effort was a waste of time, 


energy and money. 


Mr. Thompson said curriculum de- 
velopment hos "been a real problem o- 
round here," because the school sim- 
ply has few trained curriculum develop- 
ers. Some teachers have taken courses 
in the area he soid, but the ministry 


move will lighten the lood on them. 


Although Ministry proposals call 
for immediate application of guidelines 
for grades 7-10, and the eventual in- 
troduction into all grades, with even a 
return to province-wide standard testing, 
Mr. Thompson does not expect the pro- 
posals will have much impact on current 
students in high school. The guidelines 
will be used for students just entering 
from grode eight, and will increase to 
all grades as these students move up 
through the high school system. 


The suggestion of province-wide 
standard testing is where Mr. Thompson 
reserves his approval. Before 1967 tests 
were written by university professors and 
administered across Ontario. Mr. 
Thompson wos a teacher at the time, 
and wonders how much actual learning 
went on after April -- he says much of 
the time was spent second guessing the 


test writer, and cramming for the exam. 


A few years ago there were some 
standard evaluation tests available, but 
these were dropped because of cost, and 


for the reason universities were cpporent- 


ly not using them. Mr. Thompson sug- 


gests thot if the universites ore now 
turning around and clomouring for stan- 
dard tests, then let the universities ad- 


minister them. 


The suggestion of o major swing to 
the right by the Education Ministry was 
put off by Prince Edward Collegiote In- 
stitute's principal Poul Burd. He said 
in on interview Monday that he doesn't 
expect ony major changes at the high 
school. He said that there has already 
been considerable curriculum develop- 
ment at PECI, and that will continue ex- 
cept for some changes in the core sub- 
jects.

Over 300 people attended the an- 
nual warden's banquet at the Legion Hall 
in Belleville Friday night to honour re- 
tiring Hastings County warden George 
Lyons.

The banquet wos attended by all the 
political big-wigs in the county, in- 
cluding Clarke Rollins, Hastings-Peter- 
borough MPP; Hugh O'Neil, the Liberal 
MPP for Quinte; Jack Ellis, federal MP 
for Hastings; Deseronto Mayor Peter 
Dickinson together with Belleville Mayor 
Ben Corke, all of whom paid tribute to 
Lyons. 


Lyons said that the highlight of his 
term as warden was meeting Lieutenant- 
Governor Pauline McGibbon, but said 
the real pleasure of his terms as Reeve of 
Deseronto and warden of Hastings came 
from serving people. 


Deseronto 
dog by-law 


Doggy, doggy, who's got the bone ? 


ell by gosh, it's Deseronto! 

The town finally passed its long 
awaited dog by-law at Monday night's 
council meeting, that will be the 
back'bone' for the control of dogs in 
the town. 

The new law has an increased re- 
demption fee of $15, plus $2 for every 
day a dog is kept at the municipal 
pound in Naponee. Councillor Mar- 
vin Brooks, chairman of the Fire and 
Police Committee which oversees dog 
control, said he hoped the increased 
redemption fee would encourage people 
to keep their dogs off the street. 

The law also provides for dog tags 
to be issued and that all dogs be regis- 
tered with the town. The fees for the 
tags range from $5 to $11, depending 
on the sex of the dog, and how many 
dogs an owner has. The registration of 


the dogs will be carried out for the new 
yeor. 


Day nursery on the rocks 


Deseronto's Day Nursery, a project 
initiated by Thomas Street resident 
Christine Moore, will not get off the 
ground this year, and possibly never un- 
less additional funds are pumped into the 
Local Initiatives Programme by the fed- 
eral government. 

Mrs. Moore's plans for the nursery, 
to have been established at the United 
Church, would Have provided care for 
up to 40 children, divided between 
half day and full day sessions. 

Louise Clark, speaking from the 
Job Placement Branch office in Peter- 
borough told the Scanner Mrs. Moore's 
application was one of 15 projects re— 
commended, out of 28 applications, for 
funding in the Hastings riding, 
but only fourteen of the projects were 
granted funds. 

Ms. Clark said the project had been 
approved in principle by the "commun- 
ity advisory group" put together by MP 
Jack Ellis, but the project received a 
low priority rating under the guidelines 
set by the Ministry of Manpower and 
Immigration. The 14 other projects took 
up all the funds allotted to the riding. 

The ongoing nature of the nursery 
was one reason why it was given a low 
priority, said Ms. Clark. LIP provides 
funds for a maximum of six months, and 
short-term projects, such as the clean- 
up program for town property by the 
community centre, were more favour- 
ably considered. She said no day care 
centres had been approved in the riding. 

Ms. Clark said projects requiring 
unskilled labour were preferred over 
plans that called for a degree of skill, 
in order to guarantee the job vacancies 
opened up by the grants would be filled. 

The possibility still exists that Mrs. 
Moore's nursery will be funded. Finance 
Minister Donald MacDonald said in 
Toronto on Thursday that the govern- 
ment was considering an injection of 
funds for programs such as the Local

Initiatives Programme to create more 
jobs this winter. 

Ms. Clark told the Scanner that if 
the additional funds did come through 
to the riding, Deseronto's day nursery 
would be the project to receive the 
money. 

In an interview Monday, Mrs. 
Moore said she would try again next 
year if the rejection of her application 
is not reconsidered. 

The federal government has yet 
to announce its plans to halt an expect- 


ed rise in the winter jobless rate, but 
Finance Minister Donald MacDonald 
said Friday the new progroms will be 
aimed primarily at the Maritimes and 
Quebec, where the unemployment rate 
is highest. MacDonald said details of 
the program would be issued about this 
Monday. 

This is the last year for the Local 
Initiatives Programme, and the policy 
statements issued thus far from the Man- 
power ministry only suggest that a new 
overall program will encompass LIP.

Student runs for council 


In the 1960's university students 
were burning the schools and battling 
the police in riots. At Kent State Uni- 
versity the U.S. National Guard was 
called out and some students were shot. 
And as late as 1975, students across 
Canada were "streaking" their way into 
the newspapers. These are some of the 
reasons why some people might think 
twice about voting a student onto Des- 
eronto council. 

After talking to Stephen Heffernan, 
a second-year Loyalist student who is 
running for the position of councillor, 
town residents may give him a third 
thought. 

Heffernan's major platform in the 
election concerns the limited job op- 
portunities in the town which force the 
young to leave and find work elsewhere. 
"If we don't have the industry here," 
he says, “people around my age will go 
out of town to go where the industry is." 

"Hopefully Sheller-Globe will em- 
ploy quite a few people, and I'd like to 


see more of the same industries here." 
Heffernan believes the opportunities for 


the town lie in industry -- that is why 
he chose business administration os a 
career. The income in taxes and pay- 
cheques will provide a financial bose 
for improvement in all areas and aspects 
of the town he says. 

Heffernan sees street improvement 
as a boon to Deseronto merchants ~~ 
the improvements to Main Street and 
Dundas will be an invitation to custo~ 
mers he says -~ at least a start in im- 
proving the downtown section. 

Ironically, Heffernan as the young- 
est candidate in the election, cannot 
reply to recent charges that the youth 
in Deseronto are lacking recreational 
activities outside of hockey or the 
Scouting movement. "Its hard to say 
what they want," he says, citing an 
ill-fated teen club, active three years 
ago, but that has since died out. 

Right now Heffernan is studying 
municipal government in his political 
science class -- if voters in Deseronto 
hold the same economic concerns as he 
does, he may be putting his studies into 
practical use.

A road study that will provide a 
five-year plan of action for the recon- 
struction of Deseronto's streets was au- 
thorized by council at Monday night's 
regular meeting. 

A letter, received by the town 
from Greer Galloway and Associates 
Litd., said “we can provide you with 
recommendations and cost estimates, 
along with priority ratings and subse- 
quently a 5 or 10 year work program 
using available funds to carry out an 
orderly program of street improvements." 

The study, to cost $3,000, will de- 
termine the structural adequacy of the 
roads ond assess drainage problems, and 
also study the maintenance operations 
and equipment needs of the town, and 
provide cost estimates for all improve- 
ments. 

"The Study should permit an order- 
ly approach to the restoration of Deser- 
onto's street network,” the letter said, 
"and result in considerable savings over 
a period of years." 

Councillor Marvin Brooks said the 
new study was more comprehensive than 
@ previous study council had considered, 
“and the price is more reasonable -- 
$10,000 was the original figure, cover- 
ing less."
